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INTRODUCTION 


This volume containing tlae Antagadadasao and 
Annttarovavaiyadasao is planned on the same prin- 
ciples as my editions of other Jain texts like the 
Nirayavaliyao issued in the earlier part of this year, 
and is designed to meet the requirements of the In- 
termediate Arts Students of the Bombay University. 
So far as I know there are only two earlier editions 
of the first text, viz., the edition issued from 
Calcutta by Rai Dhanapatising Bahadur in 1876, 
and the edition issued by the Agamodaya Samiti of 
Surat in 1922 (A). Both the above editions contain 
also the text of the Annttarovavaiyadasao. Dr. L. D. 
Barnett has added the text of this work to his trans- 
lation of both the above texts (The Antagadadasao 
and Annttarovavaiyadasao, Oriental Translation 
Fund, New Series, Volume xvii, London, 1907 ). 
The editions of these texts are long out of print and 
hence I undertook, for the benefit of students of 
the Bombay University, a new edition of both these 
texts. I have added a Q-lossary of Prakrit words 
with their meanings in Sanskrit and English to 
make the book more useful to the student world. 
The Appendix contains an extract from the Bhaga- 
vatisutra on the story of Skandaka, as there are 
frequent references to this story in our texts. The 
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notes at the end, used conjoinly with the Glossary, 
will, I hope, enable even an average student to 
master the texts thoroughly. As these texts are 
to be read by our students after they have studied 
the Uvasagadasao, I could conveniently reduce the 
volume of my notes, and I have dropped the Varpa- 
kavistara, — a feature of my editions of the Uvasaga- 
dasao and the Nirayavaliyao. Besides students can 
easily avail themselves of the English translation 
of these texts by Dr. Barnett mentioned above. 

The text of the work is mainly based upon the 
Agamodaya Samiti edition. I made use of Barnett’s 
Translation to find out his varients (Bp) in the 
earlier pages of my edition, but found that the task 
was not worth the while. On one occasion I have 
noted the Commentator’s varient (Com. p. ). It 
appears both these texts were not much cared for 
by the Jains and hence the Mss. are generally in 
indifferent condition. It is on this account that 
there are not many real variants as such there. 

The Antagadadasao, Sk. Antakrtadasa, is the 
eighth Ahga of the Jain Canon. It is divided into 
eight vaggas or chapters and into nintytwo ajjha- 
yanas or lessons. Each of these nintytwo lessons 
mentions a person, man or woman, who attained a 
happy end to his or her worldly life, i, e., attained 
perfection. The narratives of many of these persons 
are machanically given or referred to. There is one 
important thing to be noted about this work and it 
is that the persons mentioned in the first five vaggas 
lived in an age when Aritthanemiwas the Tirtham- 
kara, while the persons mentioned in the last three 
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vaggas lived in an age wlien Mahavira was the 
Tirthamkara. It is just likely that this work raight 
originally have consisted of two parts which were 
later on pnt together under one common title. 

The first chapter of the Antagadadasao contains 
ten lessons. The scene of action is thetown of Bara- 
val, Sk.Dvaravati, founded by Krsna Vasudeva. The 
chapter mentions ten princes, G-oyama and others, 
all sons of Andhagavanhl and Dharinl. They all 
renounced the world, joined the Order of Arittha- 
nemi, and in due course attained perf6otion-(§5-15). 

The sacond chapter narrates, similarly, the 
stories of ten princes, all sons of Vanhl and Dharini 
(§16-17). 

The narrative of Gayasukumara (§ 28-65) in the 
third chapter is of peculiar interest. There was in 
thetown of Bhaddilapura aoouple,Naga and Sulasa. 
Sulasa was told in her childhood that she would 
deliver still-bom children. Now this Sulasa wor- 
shipped god Harinaigamesin, who was pleased with 
her so much so that he so arranged by his divine 
power that Sulasa and Devaki, queen of Vasudeva, 
should bear children simultaneously and that he 
should bring the healthy children, six in number, of 
Devaki to Sulasa and substitute in their place with 
DevakI the still-born children of Sulasa Sulasa 
nursed these children who were named Aniyasa, 
Anantasena, Anihaya, viu, Devajasa and Sattusena. 
These boys grew up in due course, studied the arts, 
were married, enjoyed pleasures of life ; but subse- 
quently they all joined the Order of monks founded 
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by Arittianemi. They were so siioilar in appear- 
ance that they could be easily confotiiided with one 
another (§ 38, 18-29). 

One day these six monks formed themselves in- 
to three groups and went out on their begging tour 
in the town of Baravai. There the first group came 
to the house of DevakL She served them with a 
plate full of sweets and they went away. A second 
batch of two monks followed and DevakI served 
them also with food. When the third batch of two 
monks came, she felt that one and the same batch 
was visiting her house ; she asked them if they did 
not get food and drink in the vast town of Barvai 
that they were required to visit the same house again 
and again. They replied that they were not the 
same monks; they were six brothers, sons of hfaga 
and Sulasa of Bhaddilapura, similar in age and 
appearance as if they were twin brothers; and that 
they joined the Order of Aritthanemi and were on 
a begging tour. ( § 30-36 ). 

Now a young ascetic of Polasapura once told 
Devaki that she would get eight sons, similar in 
appearance, and that no other lady in the Bharata- 
varsa would get such sons. Devaki felt that the 
prediction had turned false, as she saw with her 
eyes these six monks similar in appearance. She 
thought she should ask the revered Aritthanemi 
about it. Then he told her how her sons were 
transferred to Sulasa by Harinaigamesin. After this 
explanation Devaki returned home after paying a 
visit to the six monks. { § 37, 39 ). 
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Now Devaki was depressed at. heart as she felt 
that even thongh she gave birth to seven sons; she 
did not enjoy the pleastires of fondling any; that 
even Krsna visited her every six months. (§40-4:1 ). 

Now when Krsna visited Devaki and found 
his mother depressed, he asked her why she was 
down-hearted. On her explaining the reason Krsna 
agreed to see that she would get the eighth son. He 
thereafter propitiated Harinaigamesin by observing 
a fast until the eighth meal and got a boon from 
the god that Devaki would have one more son. 
Devaki accordingly got a son who was named 
Q-ayasukumala, Sk., Q-ajasukumara. (§42-'46 ). 

Now there lived in Baravai a Brahmin, Somila 
by name, who had a daughter Soma. Krsna saw 
Soma playing on the street a game of ball, thought 
she would make a suitable wife for his brother Gaja- 
sukumara, and asked his men to take the girl to 
girls' harem. ( § 46-49 ). 

Now once Aritthanemi came to visit the town 
of Baravai. Krsna and Gajasukumara went to listen 
to his discourse, and the latter felt that he should 
at once renounce the world and be a monk. His 
parents and also Krsna tried their best to persuade 
him but in vain. So Gajasukumara became a monk, 
and on the very day of his renunciation he began 
to practise the pratima for a night in a burning 
ground. Somila saw him there and in order to 
take revenge upon him for his neglect of Soma 
whom Gajasukumara left in the prime of youth, 
prepared an earthern basin on the head of Gaja* 
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sukumara and put some burning charcoal therein. 
The young monk bore all the pangs patiently and 
after destroying his acts attained perfection. 
Krsna learnt of the death of his brother from 
Aritthanemi and was told that the person who 
would die on the spot on seeing Krspa enter the 
town, was responsible for his brother’s death- 
Somila died as predicted on seeing Krsna enter the 
town. ( § 60-65 ). 

There is nothing remarkable in the rest of the 
third chapter as also in the fourth. ( § 66-73 ). 

The fifth chapter gives us ten narratives of 
ladies, eight of which are wives of Krsna and the 
last two wives of SSmba. Krsna learnt from Arittha- 
nemi that the town of Baravai was destined to be 
ruined by fire due to the folly of drunken Yadavas 
in insalting a sage. Krsna immediately issued a 
proclamation to the effect that whosoever desired 
to renounce the world and join the Order of monks 
or nuns would receive his consent and that he would 
look after their survivors if they were in distress. 
Paumavai was first to come forward; she was ad- 
mitted by Aritthanemi and placed under the charge 
of his chief nun, Jakkhifil; there she practised many 
Jain vows and penances and finally attained perfec- 
tion ( § 74-90 ). 

In the Sxxth chapter there are two interesting 
narratives. In the town of Eajagrha there lived a 
gardner, Arjunaka,aud his wife Bandhumatl. They 
were both devotees of a semi-divine yaksa Mudga- 
rapani. The gardner wSiS used to go to his garden 
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every morning, cut basketfuls of flowers, offei’ed 
the best of flowers to Mudgarapani, and then went 
about his business. There was in that town a 
social club called Elegant, mostly of vagabonds. 
Now, on the occasion of a public festival when the 
gardner with his wife was out on a visit to the 
temple, six members of the club conspired and 
decided that they should abduct the gardner’s wife 
after binding the gardner hands and feet, which 
plan they carried out. The gardner then thought 
that as Mtidgarapani, to whom he was so devoted 
since his childhood, did not come to his help, the 
image of the deity was nothing but a log of wood- 
Now, learning this gardener’s thought, Mudgara- 
pani god wanted to justify his existence and so 
entered the body of the gardner, out off his bonds, 
and, with the heavy iron club in his hand, began 
to chase and beat those six members of the club and 
the woman Baudhumatl. When this news spread 
about, people were afraid of leaving their 
homes even to pay their visits to holy persons 
like Mahavira. A young boy, SudarSana, how- 
ever, went to see the revered Mahavira and 
encountered the gardener possessed by Mugarapani. 
He faced the gardener boldly, and Mudgarapani, 
finding that he could not attack Sudarsana, the 
disciple of Mahavira, left the body of the gardener 
and went his way. The gardener thus came round, 
visited Mahavira, and after listening to his discourse, 
became monk. But when he went out in the city 
on his begging tour, he was insulted by people for 
his so called acts of chasing and beating people. 
He bore all these insults patiently and after practis- 
ing the vows attained perfection (§ 98-121).
